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Two days, two fires 


Pair of blazes destroy 
racecars, hay-filled barn

Anderson County firefighters 
and other first responders were 
kept busy last week after sepa¬ 
rate blazes destroyed racecars 
and other items on Spaulding 
Lane, and a hay-filled barn on 
Hickory Grove Road. 

The Hickory Grove Road fire 
included minor injuries to fire¬ 
fighters after a hose hit a barrel 
of pesticide, splashing one fire¬ 
fighter in the eyes and another 


in the mouth. 

Both received assistance from 
EMS and were determined to be 
OK shortly afterward. 

“It was hot out there and, 
after a certain point, we were 
able to take off our air packs,” 
Anderson County Fire Chief 
Barnes said. “They were spraying 
into a concrete block area, like a 
stall, and apparently disturbed a 
container of 2,4-D, a pesticide.” 

Barnes said the firefighter 


who had pesticide splashed in 
his eyes was decontaminated by 
EMS and had his eyes flushed. 

“He went home because 
it messed with his contacts,” 
Barnes said. “He just showered 
and got in different contacts.” 

“It was a good sized barn,” 
Barnes said of the Hickory Grove 
Road fire. “It had about 1,500 
bales of hay and there was a

vehicle in there. There 
were a couple of other 
vehicles behind it, 
including a horse haul¬ 
er, and a couple of farm 
implements sitting near 
the barn there were 
damaged.” 

The cause of the fire 
remains under investi¬ 
gation, Barnes said, add¬ 
ing that the Kentucky 
State Police are assisting. 

“We don’t know what 
caused it at this point,” 
Barnes said the follow¬ 
ing day. 

“Right now it’s listed 
as undetermined and 
there are several issues 
we are looking at.” 

Two full sized race- 
cars, one junior size drag 
racing car and several 
AT Vs were destroyed in 
a garage fire that broke 
out last Tuesday on 
Spaulding Lane. 

Anderson County 
firefighters, EMS and 


the sheriff’s office 
responded around 5:34 
p.m. 

Barnes said there was 
about 50 gallons of rac¬ 
ing fuel in the garage, 
causing the fire to 
quickly spread. 

“Everything in the 
garage was destroyed,” 
said Barnes. 

Barnes said the 
homeowner was able 


to move a motor home 
pulling a trailer with a 
racecar parked in front 
of the garage, enabling 
firefighters to put out 
the fire before it could 
spread. 

No one was injured, 
but the vinyl siding 
to the home was dam¬ 
age due to radiant heat 
from the garage fire, 
said Barnes.

Here’s why Tim is the 
‘Wright man for the job 

A solution to help thin growing deer herd 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

I can hear them now, the handful people who actually 
supported a new health department building a few years 
ago, wising off about how history has proved them correct and 
me and thousands like me wrong about how unnecessary that 
building was. 

For those who missed the story on Al, the health 
department is opening a family care clinic next 
month that will solve the dilemma of where Med¬ 
icaid patients can receive care, as well as being 
open to the privately insured. 

That’s a tremendous idea and no one hopes it 
works out well more than I. However, I’ll not listen 
to those who supported that building claim history 
has proven them correct because not one of them 
— and I’d know if they said so — ever once prof¬ 
fered the idea of having such a clinic there. 

That idea belongs primarily to Tim Wright, the 
guy supporters of the building reluctantly hired to 
clean up the mess they and their will accomplice, 
former directory Brandon Hurley, made of the 
department and its finances. 

In fact, I vividly remember those same people talking about 
the additional space the building would provide being used for 

community meetings and other 
non-health uses, not the least of 
which was offering reading classes, 
of all things. 

In all seriousness, count me 
among those who wish this facil¬ 
ity all the best — particularly if it 
eventually lowers or at least keeps 
flat the health portion of my prop¬ 
erty tax bill. 

S peaking of Wright... 

I was absolutely fine with 
the outcome of our Best of 
Anderson County readers’ poll 
when they selected Noel Cotton Jr. 
and Deputy Paul Blackhurst as gov¬ 
ernment employees of the year. 
Congrats to them, but my vote 
would have gone to the above-mentioned Tim Wright. In just 
three years that man has turned what was a $300,000 annual 
deficit into a $150,000 gain, staving off the need to raise the 
health tax while vastly improving the agency’s public image. 

His idea to open a primary care clinic that is open to everyone 
is brilliant, but he’ll have his work cut out for him in reversing 
the mindset among most that the health department is a place 
for those on welfare. 

If anyone can do it, Wright can. 

S peaking of eventualities... 

As interesting as last Thursday’s candidate forum was at 
Farm Bureau, one question that really piqued my interest 
was about the local deer harvest. 

Farmers will back me up when I say there are plenty of deer 
in this area of the state. 

Too many, most farmers would say, with damages to their 
crops ranging $50 an acre and up. 

Here’s my suggestion for how to thin them a bit, which I’m 
sure will be immediately poo-poo’d by others who spend much 
less time in the woods than I. 

Instead of being able to harvest only one buck, allow hunt¬ 
ers who fill both of their doe tags the opportunity to harvest a 
second buck. 

So many hunters today are bent on harvesting a monster 
buck that they shun killing doe at all, which swells their ranks 
tremendously. 

Initially one would think allowing a second buck would think 
their ranks too quickly, but there’s little doubt in my mind that 
a majority of hunters wouldn’t go through the trouble of killing 
two doe just to get that second buck tag. 

Those who do, in my view at least, have earned the shot at a 
second buck. 

Obviously, the revised House Bill 448 is a good step in help¬ 
ing quell crop damage, but offering an incentive to those not 
involved in culling deer directly from farms would help, too. 

S peaking of monsters... 

Misery Manor is going to be frightful, there’s no doubt 
about it. 

It’s also going to be a great fundraiser again this year for Shop

Using old wives’ tales to predict winter 


W elcome to October. 
Let the leaves 
come tumbling 
down. Our 
leaves have 
started to show 
their true colors 
and while they 
do look beauti¬ 
ful hanging 
from the trees, 
the sooner they 
make a carpet 
the happier I’ll 
be. Weather 
folklore says 
the longer they 
hang on the 
tree, the worse winter will 
be. 

Before we had comput¬ 
ers, radios and TVs, people 
took their cues from plants 
and animals when it came 
to weather forecasts. Such 
folkways to forecast include 
“When the bushes are full 
of berries, a hard winter is 
on the way” and “If hornets 
build their nest near the 
ground expect a cold and 
early winter.” 

There are numerous 
“unplugged” ways to fore¬ 
cast the winter in your area 
(within 10 miles of your 
home). Counting the fogs in 
August equals the number 
of big snows in winter. Extra 
thick cornhusks, onion skins 
and the amount of fat on 
animals are also indicators 
of a bad winter. I had 12 


fogs in my area and while I 
haven’t yet checked out the 
thickness of animal fat, all 
those other indicators say 
Winter 2014-2015 is going to 
be a whopper. 

El Nino, “the Bad Boy,” 
has already started to take 
shape. He is the “driver” of 
this winter weather bus 
and he prefers we all have 
a Minnesota type winter. So 
he’s going to take us there. 
Of course, the Jet Stream 
serves as his navigation 
system for this little winter 
trip, and she can make a big 
difference in just how mis¬ 
erable we’ll be. 

There are few meteorolo¬ 
gists in my book that come 
close to accurately forecast¬ 
ing our winter and they 
have begun their forecasts 
for this winter. They use 
computer models based on 
weather history. Right now, 
the guy with 90 percent 
accuracy is calling for us to 
have 14 big snows, dumping 
16 inches in total, with two 
ice events to boot. Let’s pray 
the Jet Stream takes pity 
on us and spares us the ice 
storms. 

To be as comfortable as 
possible this winter season, 
write out a checklist and 
get everything done before 
Thanksgiving. In the house, 
make sure the pantry is full, 
pet food stocked up, gas for 
generators on hand, oil for 


lamps, batteries for radios 
and flash lights and any 
needed medicines refilled. 
Make sure coolers are easy 
to access, for storing food 
outside and build that wood- 
pile high for keeping the 
home fires burning. 

For the car, get new wiper 
blades installed and have 
your car battery checked 
out. If it’s tired, get a new 
one. Cold weather takes a 
real toll on car batteries. 

Get a tune up, with all liq¬ 
uids filled and tire pressure 
checked. 

By mid-November you 
should start putting veg¬ 
etable oil on all the rubber 
running around your car 
doors. This will keep the 
doors from freezing shut. 
Refresh that oil every two 
weeks throughout the 
winter. Keep a small spray 
bottle of alcohol on hand to 
spray into any frozen locks. 
Being prepared just makes 
life easier. 

Now get out there and get 
those gutters cleaned and 
the stovepipe or chimney 
swept. Make sure the gen¬ 
erator works. Gather books, 
board games and blankets. 

I think we’re going to be 
hibernating a lot. Happy 
growing.

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Might be a good year for creep feeding calves 


W ith record-high 
cattle prices, 
many Kentucky 
beef producers 
might look to 
creep feeding to 
put additional 
weight on calves 
before weaning. 

Beef special¬ 
ist’s at the Uni¬ 
versity of Ken¬ 
tucky College 
of Agriculture 
usually are very 
cautious of the recommen¬ 
dation that we creep feed 
calves however, they believe 
creep feeding may provide 
an opportunity this year. If 
producers are careful, they 
could cash in. 

Creep feeding is when 


producers provide supple¬ 
mental feed to animals that 
are still nursing as a way to 
efficiently help them grow 
and attain a higher weaning 
weight. 

A few issues to point 
out of concern about creep 
feeding including exces¬ 
sively conditioning replace¬ 
ment heifers, inducing 
acidosis and getting feeders 
too fleshy. However, with 
proper management, creep 
feeding can be an efficient 
way of putting on pounds 
pre-weaning. 

“As we think about creep 
feeding, increased pounds at 
weaning do not necessarily 
result in a direct increase 
in profitability. We need to 
more accurately account for 


feed costs, price slide, equip¬ 
ment investment and labor 
inputs to look at the poten¬ 
tial increase in profit. 

Generally, creep feeding 
is profitable when feeder 
cattle prices are high and 
feed costs are low. To take 
advantage of that, producers 
need to creep feed begin¬ 
ning the 60 days prior to 
weaning. Producers who 
plan to wean calves in 
November should start now. 

Creep feeds are generally 
higher in crude protein to 
overcome any protein limi¬ 
tations in the forage being 
offered. Young calves are in 
a lean phase of growth and 
supplementing marginal

Switching gears a bit, I was going 
to lunch last week and noticed 
one of my favorite restaurants in 
Lawrenceburg, Talk of the Town, is 
going out of business. Owner Adam 
Shrout said it was just hard to be 
profitable because people don’t 
really support local business here. 
How sad. 

It got me thinking though, how 
many restaurants that I know of 
have closed since I started working 
here in April. There are at least two 
others: the Firefly Cafe and The 
Anderson Bistro downtown. 

I am completely puzzled, Law¬ 
renceburg. How do some local 
businesses make it here and others 
don’t? I’m working on a story about 
this, so if you have any insight 
please feel free to school me. 

I remember about two months 
ago David Ruggles of the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court spoke about 
how businesses survived because 
of word of mouth about their great 
service and food, not by billboard 
promotion. I agree with him. So 
why are places like Talk of the 
Town with great food and snappy 
service having a hard time making 
it? 

It’s funny because of all the 
places I lived I remember the local 
restaurants the most. Right outside 
of the Barren County line is a place 
called Paradise Pointe that serves 
the best hot dogs with sesame seed 
buns, garlic powder, seasoned salts 
and plenty of homegrown sauces to 
put on top. I’m bummed I didn’t get 
to make it there this summer as it 
is only open seasonally. 

Just outside of Barren County is 
Monroe County, where my grand¬ 
father was from. You can’t stop by 
Tompkinsville without someone 
asking, “Have you tried a Dovey 
burger?” There’s a good reason, too. 
Dovie’s Restaurant is an institu¬ 
tion in Tompkinsville and has been 
around for more than 60 years. In 
small town Tomkinsville, Dovie’s 
was voted ‘best hamburger in the 


state’ by “Kentucky Living Maga¬ 
zine” in 2005. People come from all 
over to try a Dovie Burger just to 
say they tried it. 

Even my hometown, Fishers, 
Indiana, there’s a diner called the 
Nickel Plate Bar 8t Grill right next 
to the railroad that runs through 
town, that’s been there for forever 
it seems. It has the best soups and 
sandwiches. There’s also a coffee¬ 
house/pub that opened up a few 
years back called Hearthstone. It 
was open until late with wi-fi, a 
nice fireplace and a laidback vibe. 

So when I hear people say “let’s 
promote the distilleries,” I truth¬ 
fully want to shake my head and 
say “you just don’t get it.” 

Don’t get me wrong, the dis¬ 
tilleries here are great, but once 
people have toured the distilleries, 
they aren’t going to come back 
time and time again to see to Wild 
Turkey or Four Roses. 

Everybody knows about the 
Bourbon Trail, and these distill¬ 
eries have no problem getting 
business. Advertisements for the 
Bourbon Trail can even be found 
in the “Indianapolis Star” and other 
prominent newspapers outside of 
Kentucky. They don’t need our help 
promoting them. Stop it! 

People come back time and time 
again to a community because it 
has something to offer they can’t 
get elsewhere. Whenever I travel, 

I never want to hit up a chain res¬ 
taurant; I want some local fare, and 
guess what, so do other tourists. 
They know what an Applebee’s 
cheeseburger tastes like, but they 
don’t know what a Bowling Burger 
at Talk of the Town tastes like. 

People will keep coming back to 
experience Lawrenceburg, not the 
distilleries. Local business is pivotal 
to tourism, especially if “quaint¬ 
ness” is the vibe we’re trying to pro¬ 
mote in Lawrenceburg. 

We should be doing something to 
support local businesses. Why not 
start a campaign locally to promote 
local businesses? 

There are still plenty of people 
who just don’t know about the local 
places here because they just live 
here. They spend the majority of 
their time in neighboring towns 
and have no idea what’s here in 
Lawrenceburg. 

If Lawrenceburg residents don’t 
care about supporting local busi¬ 
nesses, why do we expect anyone 
else to?

forage can improve calf performance. 
With ample forage regrowth this fall 
in the upper Southeast, energy supple¬ 
mentation is needed more than pro¬ 
tein for many operations. 

Therefore, a 14 to 18 percent crude 
protein range would be acceptable in 
creep feeds to complement available 
pasture forages. 

With the availability of low-starch 
coproduct feeds, such as soybean hulls, 
corn gluten feed and distillers grains, 
the risk of acidosis is much less when 
feeding these coproducts compared to 
grain-based, high-starch creep supple¬ 
ments. 

However, producers can use a mix¬ 
ture of grains and coproducts. 

Frankly, there is not a single creep 
feed mixture that is the best for every 
situation. 

You need to factor in the composi¬ 
tion of the forage, predicted or desired 
creep supplement intake, and the 
calves’ nutritional needs when design¬ 
ing a creep supplement. 

Also, don’t overlook the possibility 
of creep grazing, as it can be a cost 
effective strategy to add some inex¬ 
pensive gains. 

Creep grazing is when producers 


allow calves to graze specific, high- 
quality forage areas, separately from 
the cows. 

Here are a few tips to help put 
together a creep supplement and to 
manage the feeder. 

Keep the fines and dust to a mini¬ 
mum. 

Consider if feedstuffs will have 
sorting/settling issues that may lead 
to inconsistent intakes and nutrient 
balance. 

Avoid adding excessive moisture (i.e. 
liquid molasses or ear corn that is not 
dry) as it can lead to caking in feeders. 

Avoid non-protein nitrogen sources. 

Avoid excessive roughage products 
such as cottonseed hulls that could 
cause bridging and separation. 

When starting to creep, limit the 
amount placed in feeder and frequent¬ 
ly monitor it. 

During humid weather, consider 
more frequent filling to avoid caking. 

Keep feeders on a high-traffic use 
pad or concrete to avoid muddy condi¬ 
tions around feeder. 

Producers who need more informa¬ 
tion about creep feeding, or other live¬ 
stock feeding concerns, should contact 
their local county extension office.

Come November, Smith 
and countless others will 
be able to access primary 
medical care at the Anderson 
County Health Department, 
which will become the first 
in Kentucky to open a family 
care clinic inside of its own 
facility 

Scheduled to open around 
Nov. 3, the clinic will fill the 
vast void for thousands of 
Medicaid patients left behind 
when Anderson Primary 
closed, but will also be avail¬ 
able to those privately insur¬ 
ance and on Medicaid. 

Called the Anderson 
County Health Department 
Family Clinic, it will be open 
to walk-in patients as well as 
by appointment and feature 
acute and chronic care for 
anyone in need of medical 
care. 

The clinic is the brainchild 
of Public Health Director 
Tim Wright, who said a story 
in The Anderson News in July 
kicked the idea into high gear. 

Wright said he had toyed 
with the idea for a while as a 
means of expanding health 
services to Anderson County 
residents, but also as a way 
to drive additional revenue 
into the facility to rebuild the 
agency’s finances and, hope¬ 
fully, keep the health dis¬ 
trict’s tax rate static or even 


lowered. 

“This is for everyone who 
needs a primary care pro¬ 
vider,” Wright said last week. 
“This will provide acute care 
— ‘I have a sore throat,’ or 
chronic care, like diabetes, 
high blood pressure or choles¬ 
terol.” 

The facility will include 
lab services to test for strep, 
flu and other illnesses, and 
plans to refer X-rays and 
other diagnostic services out 
locally, when possible. 

Wright said he has had to 
invest minimal money to get 
the facility going, which will 
need 12 to 14 patients each 
day to break even. 

“We already have the 
building, we’re already pay¬ 
ing to have the lights on,” 
Wright said. “That’s why we 
think this can be successful.” 

Seeing patients will be 
APRN Kimberly Phillips, an 
Anderson County native and 
1995 graduate of Anderson 
County High School. 

Phillips, who has worked 
at a variety of clinics and hos¬ 


pitals, earned her bachelor’s 
degree from McKendree Uni¬ 
versity and master’s degree 
from the Family Nurse Prac¬ 
titioner Program at Spald¬ 
ing University in Louisville. 

A daughter of Wayne and 
Marsha Phillips, she gradu¬ 
ated from Anderson County 
High School in 1995 and most 
recently worked at Ohio Val¬ 
ley Physicians 5000 in Pres- 
tonburg. 

“There is a great need for 
this here,” said Phillips, who 
joins the health department 
as a contractor and whose 
staff of two will be tempo¬ 
rary employees to ensure the 
clinic is viable before becom¬ 
ing full-time additions to the 
health department’s staff. 

The department suffered 
mightily over the past several 
years when a decision by pre¬ 
vious health board members 
to spend $2 million on a new 
facility nearly bankrupted 
the agency. 

Wright, who was hired 
as director several years 
after the building decision 


was made, has since turned 
around what were annual 
deficits in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and 
actually posted a gain of 
nearly $160,000 during the 
previous year. 

That Wright has been 
successful has renewed opti¬ 
mism among health board 
members who say they sup¬ 
port the idea of opening a 
clinic. 

“I’m 100 percent for it,” 
said Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway, who was 
a driving force on get¬ 
ting Wright the director’s 
job. “Everything Tim has 
brought up so far has worked 
and I stand behind his deci¬ 
sions. 

“This will be great for the 
people of Anderson County. 
All that was talked about 
before was raising the health 
tax, but Tim has turned that 
completely around.” 

Lisa Hughes, a board mem¬ 
ber and registered nurse, said 
she agrees. 

“In town you can’t go any¬ 
where for the immediate care 
this clinic will provide,” she 
said. “People have to go to an 
ER, which costs more.” 

Hughes said the revenue 
potential is important, too. 

“We maybe one day will be 
able to lower the tax rate the 
health department charges, 
which is everyone’s goal, not 
to pay more taxes.” 

Board member Dr. Mark 
Tussey called the move

“It increases access for 
medical care and that’s good 
for the community,” Tussey 
said. “The Medicaid popula¬ 
tion struggles the most to find 
a place that takes Medicaid 
or the new Medicaid, and this 
will increase their care. That’s 
my primary thought when I 
think about this project. 

“It’s a win for the com¬ 
munity, a win for the health 
department and a win for 
taxpayers.”

“This has never 
not been a part of my 
life; my dad was the 
original Jason and [my 
uncle] was the original 
Freddy.” 

Asked how it makes 
her feel to scare people 
to the point of tears, or 
worse, Hoover said it’s 
great. 

“It’s an adrenaline 
rush,” she said. “You can’t 
experience the feeling 
unless you do it, and we 
love it.” 

Asked if scaring 
people ever makes her 
feel bad — several people 
actually soiled their 
pants last year and one 
woman vomited right in 
front of her — Hoover 
said that’s what she and 
other characters are 
shooting for. 

“Absolutely not,” said 
Hoover, who grew up 
in her family’s funeral 
home. “It pumps me up 
when stuff like that 
happens.” 

She said when people 
become that frightened, 
she and the other char¬ 
acters have no problem 
piling on. 

“When they leave my 
area, I’ll slip through the 
wall and tell the other 
[characters] that we 
have a crybaby coming. 
We also have code words 


we can scream out to let 
them know.” 

Creating Misery 
Manor is no small task 
and involves dozens of 
people to build walls, set 
up each character’s room 
and get a large section of 
Eagle Lake ready. 

Work on the building 
began weeks ago, and 
Sheriff Young said it will 
be markedly better than 
last year’s setup. 

Along with more 
ghoulish attractions, this 
year’s haunted house 
will include what Young 
said will be a “chicken 
coop,” a place for those 
who enter but are too 
afraid to finish. 

Of the 4,000 who 
went into the house last 
year, several hundred 
backed out or had to be 
escorted out, including 


one woman who became 
so frightened she kicked 
one of the characters not 
once but twice. 

“We had whole groups 
turn around and back 
out,” said Young’s wife, 
Benita, who sells tick¬ 
ets at the entrance and 
warns those who bring 
small children against 
going inside. 

Putting it all together 
takes several weeks, 
the sheriff said, and 
involves many volun¬ 
teers including mem¬ 
bers of his staff who use 
their own time to help. 

“They’re here doing 
this when they should 
be home, mowing the 
yard,” Young said. 

This year’s primary 
building team includes 
deputies B.J. Crane, Rob¬ 
bie Armstrong, Alan 


Robinson and Tony 
Likens, along with Det. 
Bryan Taylor. 

But when it comes 
to actually putting on 
the show through all 
of October, Young said 
it takes dozens of vol¬ 
unteers, many who are 
physically exhausted by 
the end. 

“It’s hard work and 
every one of them 
donates all of their time, 
and that includes the 
actors,” Young said. 

“We get tremendous 
support from many 


businesses in the com¬ 
munity, and we couldn’t 
do this without them.” 

Hoover, who per¬ 
formed for years when 
the haunted house was 
in Frankfort, said the 
actors can feel the com¬ 
munity support, too. 

“Last year was great,” 
she said. “You could just 
feel the love coming 
from this community 
and everyone was very 
kind.”

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Judge, state rep. candidates share views with Farm Bureau

The Kentucky Farm 
Bureau Federation isn’t shy 
about the policies it supports, 
and last Thursday night 
wanted to see if the local can¬ 
didates for judge-executive 
and state representative agree 
with those policies. 

“We don’t endorse can¬ 
didates,” said Jeff Harper, a 
Lawrenceburg resident who 
serves as director of the agen¬ 
cy’s public affairs division. 
“We feel can¬ 
didates should 
endorse our 
policies.” 

Partici¬ 
pating were 
incumbent 
Anderson 
County Judge- 
Executive 
John Wayne 
Conway (D) 
and his opponent, Orbrey 
Gritton (R), along with Kent 
Stevens (D) and James Tipton 
(R), who are seeking to fill the 
newly created state’s 53 rd Dis¬ 
trict House seat. 

All were vetted on a vari¬ 
ety of topics that included the 
agency’s positions on taxation, 
tourism, economic develop¬ 
ment, soil and wildlife con¬ 
servation and environmental 
regulation, among others. 

The event was open only 
to the candidates and the 
local Farm Bureau’s board of 
directors. 

None of the candidates 
during the nearly two-hour 
event said they opposed any 
of the agency’s policies, read¬ 
ily agreeing with each while 
plugging their own candida¬ 
cies. 

Conway vs. Gritton 

Judge-executive candidates 
were asked if they support 
an occupational tax, which 
would tax only those who 
work in Anderson County 
but not those who work else¬ 


where. 

“That’s a million dollar 
question and I wish I had a 
million dollar answer,” said 
Gritton. “Several people have 
said they want a [public] 
swimming pool and we need 
other items,” Gritton said. “An 
occupational tax is an area 
that could be looked at... [it 
is] good in some areas, bad in 
others. Do I support it, no, I do 
not.” 

“Absolutely not,” Conway 
said. “I never have. If you 
maintain 
the county’s 
budget like 
I have over 
the past three 
and a half 
years, you 
don’t need it.” 

Both were 
asked their 
views on the 
state’s rural 
secondary road funding, 
which involves state funds to 
fix and maintain roads that 
run specifically from farms 
into town. 

“I support that,” Gritton 
said. “If a hunter or farmer 
is on the road, that’s where 
they’re driving. 

“Of course if it’s winter, we 
need to make sure they are 
properly cleaned and de-iced. 

I cannot do anything but sup¬ 
port our rural roads.” 

Conway got deeper into the 
issue, saying that during his 
first term in office, the coun¬ 
ty has resurfaced 32 miles of 
roads, almost all of which was 
done with state funds. 

“We’ve resurfaced more 
roads in the past three years 
than were done in the past 
20,” Conway said, adding that 
he was able to secure $1.2 mil¬ 
lion of the $1.9 million spent 
from state government. 

As for rural secondary 
roads, Conway said Anderson 
County is among the best 
in Kentucky at getting that 
work done. 


“They used to be on a 14 
to 16 year schedule; now it’s 
down to 10 years,” he said. 

Both were also asked if 
they support keeping the 
county’s rural voting pre¬ 
cincts operational, a question 
likely linked to a decision 
made several years ago by the 
county’s board of elections 
to close several locations in 
western Anderson County 
due to non-compliance with 
the Americans with Disabili¬ 
ties Act, or ADA. 

“In my 
opinion, vot¬ 
ing is a right,” 
said Gritton. 

“I think it’s 
appalling the 
number of 
people who 
go to the 
polls when 
it’s time to 
vote. The 
amount of people who don’t 
vote bothers me.” 

Conway recalled the ADA 
issue with polling places, 
saying he worked with the 
Anderson County Fiscal 
Court and private individuals 
to get three of them reopened. 

“I got a group together at 
the Western precinct,” Con¬ 
way said. “We got donations, 
we got asphalt donated and 
were able to keep it open at 
no cost to the county,” adding 
that similar work was done 
to keep the Rutherford and 
Hickory Grove precincts open. 

“It was up to the judge- 
executive to work with people 
to keep them open,” he said. 

When asked about eco¬ 
nomic development, Conway 
said the joint city-county eco¬ 
nomic development authority 
(EDA) is “very intelligent and 
hard working” while hinting 
that some things “may open 
up next month.” 

Conway cited the fiscal 
court’s efforts to work with 
EDA to bring Wild Turkey’s 
bottling operations back to 


Anderson County, saying the 
fiscal court agreed to provide 
the distillery with $25,000 a 
year for 10 years. 

Gritton said he would lean 
on his years of experience in 
banking to attract businesses 
to Anderson County. 

“We don’t have a Las Vegas 
sign saying we’re open for 
business,” Gritton said. “We 
have to be proactive and 
introduce people to Anderson 
County. We have to get mag¬ 
istrates and others out there 
talking. 

“When I 
was in bank¬ 
ing, you grew 
deposits and 
lending by 
asking. That’s 
what we need 
to do.” 

As for 

tourism, Con¬ 
way said he 
blames himself for the coun¬ 
ty-run tourism commission’s 
lack of activity, saying that it 
is now being revamped. 

“We’re building a new foun¬ 
dation,” he said, “and hope¬ 
fully the city, county and 
chamber [of commerce] can 
work together.” 

“I want everyone to see 
where I live,” said Gritton. 

“We need to spend money on 
advertising to bring people 
in.” 

Stevens vs. Tipton 

The state representative 
candidates’ views were nearly 
identical on most issues, 
including their support of 
continuing the state’s agricul¬ 
ture appropriations and mas¬ 
ter agreement funding. 

“If you’re OK with the 
current system, who am I to 
argue with that?” Stevens 
said. 

“I absolutely support the 
funding of the master agree¬ 
ment,” said Tipton. 

Both also said they were 
in support of continued tax

exemptions for farmers, 
including expanding those 
exemptions. 

They also said they sup¬ 
port House Bill 44, which 
doesn’t allow taxing districts 
to raise tax rates beyond a 4 
percent increase in revenue 
from the previous year. 

When asked about pend¬ 
ing federal environmental 
regulations, Tipton said they 
would be “devastating not 
only to farmers and agricul¬ 
ture, but to everyone, even if 
you live in a subdivision.” 

“There has to be a bal¬ 
ance,” Tipton added, “but in 
agriculture the balance is 
tipped against us. They sit in 
Washington and Frankfort 
and don’t understand farm¬ 
ing.” 

“I’m not sure if you’re talk¬ 
ing about clean water,” said 
Stevens. “I understand regula¬ 
tions have to be in place but 
common sense must be used.” 

Both also said they support 
vocational education at the 
high school level, along with 
those classes counting toward 
a high school science credit. 

“Absolutely,” said Tipton, 
a lifelong farmer who now 
works in real estate. “Not 
everyone is suited to college 
and it’s crucial that we have 
vocational training.” 

“One of the biggest mis¬ 
takes we ever made was tak¬ 
ing vocational classes out of 
high school,” said Stevens, a 
retired educator.

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Chamber of commerce president to chair tourism commission

Pam Brough was appointed 
as chairperson for the Ander¬ 
son County Tourism Commis¬ 
sion during its meeting last 
Wednesday. 

Brough, who also serves as 
president of Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Chamber of Commerce, 
said she is excited to take on 
her new role. 

“This will be a learning 
process for me. I’m excited 
for the opportunity to pro¬ 
mote Anderson County,” said 
Brough. “I’ve only been here 
for 35 years, but I love Ander¬ 
son County. Anything we can 
do to promote it, I’m all in.” 

Four members of the sev¬ 
en-member committee were 
at the meeting, Brad Barfield, 
Pam Brough, Stewart Gritton, 
and Megan Hoskins, which 
just barely met the quorum 
requirements to meet. 


Gritton said Brough was 
the obvious choice because 
tourism seems to go hand-in- 
hand with the chamber of 
commerce’s efforts. 

Joining forces with the city 

The Anderson County 
Tourism Commission oper¬ 
ates under the fiscal court’s 
umbrella with funds from 
the local hotel tax. There 
have been talks of the city 
and county joining forces to 
create one joint city/county 
tourism committee, but 
Judge-Executive John Wayne 
Conway has said he does not 
see that as a possibility in the 
immediate future because 
he and the Mayor Edwinna 
Baker “don’t see eye to eye,” 
citing the possibility of a res¬ 
taurant tax as the primary 
reason for the clash. Conway 
has been vocal about not 
being in favor of a restaurant 
tax. 


Brough said she felt the 
county tourism commission 
should move in its own direc¬ 
tion, and not be concerned 
about the direction the city 
is going or the possibility of 
joining forces. She said her 
primary concern was get¬ 
ting the commission off the 
ground. 

Direction 

Commission members talk¬ 
ed a length about the direc¬ 
tion they wanted to go, goals 
and a mission statement. 

It was decided to have the 
chamber of commerce be 
the new address for the tour¬ 
ism commission, allowing 
the mail and visitors to be 
directed to a physical address 
instead of a post office box. 

Brough mentioned the 
possibility of advertising in 
“Kentucky Living” and Rural 
Electric’s magazine as a new 
platform to promote Ander¬ 


son County. 

The commission also 
discussed the possibility 
of hiring a director, a paid 
part-time position, to pro¬ 
mote Anderson County or 
more of clerk role to fill out 
appropriate paperwork for 
advertising and work in more 
of secretarial type role. Com¬ 
mission members also talked 
about Brough taking on the 
role of director, but if she did, 
in accordance to the county 
tourism commission’s bylaws, 
Brough would have to step 
down as chairman because 
members of the commission 
are not allowed to received 
compensation. A new chair¬ 
man would have to be 
appointed in Brough’s place. 
Barfield said he felt it was a 
good idea to hire Brough as 
the president because she has 
“already shown her commit¬ 
ment” and he’d rather invest 
in a “sure-fire winner.” 


The decision to hire a 
director, clerk or change 
Brough’s role in the commis¬ 
sion was postponed until the 
next month’s meeting. 

The commission identified 
immediate goals to work on. 
Conway suggests the first 
priority should be to pull 
everyone together toward a 
common goal and involve 
other groups in the com¬ 
munity such as the chamber 
of commerce, Rotary and 
Lions Clubs. Other members 
piped up and said deciding on 
whether to hire a director or 
clerk is an important decision 
to make, and lastly, the com¬ 
mission agreed that putting a 
structure in place and build¬ 
ing upon it was key. 

“We need to get this right 
structurally,” said Gritton.

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Anderson grad featured in viral Shake It Off video

It was about three weeks 
ago just after the start of 
school at Transylvania Uni¬ 
versity and members of Delta 
Sigma Phi were bored and 
looking for something to do. 

Naturally the boys decided 
to record a video of them 
strutting their stuff through 
the hallways of their frater¬ 
nity and going room to room 
dancing and lip-syncing to 
Taylor Swift’s “Shake It Off.”

Isaac said the video was 
crudely recorded in one take, 
and there was a run through 
of the video three or four 
times. More than 30 mem¬ 
bers of Delta Sigma Phi were 
involved in the filming that 
took only around two hours. 

“We picked ‘Shake It Off’ 
because it was a popular song 
at the time. It was number 
one on the billboards for a 
couple of weeks,” said Isaacs. 
“Everybody knows that song, 
and it’s fun and catchy.” 

He said there was a general 
idea for the video that fel¬ 
low Delta Sigma Phi Brothers 
Jared Brewington and Barton 
Lynch directed, but it was 
mostly “very loose.” 

Isaac said they had no idea 
the video would become so 
popular. He said the first big 
media outlet to get a hold of 
the video was Buzzfeed and 
from there it just blew up. 

The video even garnered 


the attention of Taylor Swift 
herself, who retweeted the 
video twice and invited the 
boys to an upcoming concert. 

She wrote via Twitter: “I’m 
personally inviting all of 
these guys (and a date!) to a 
show on tour next year, it’s on 
me. Nailed it, bros!” 

“We all freaked out,” said 
Isaac. 

Isaac’s mother, Leigh Ann 
Isaac, constantly kept track of 
when the video hit different 
media outlets and would text 
her son. She said she enjoyed 
being a part of all the excite¬ 
ment. 

She found out that Taylor 
Swift had seen the video and 
invited them to a show when 
her son called her during the 
day at work. She was busy at 
the time and saw a missed 
call from her son. Leigh Ann 
Isaac said she was a little wor¬ 
ried because her son seldom 
calls her at work until she 
saw her son’s text message. 

Shortly after, Leigh Ann 
called her son to get all the 


details. 

“He told me, ‘we screamed 
for like five minutes without 
stopping. We were the loud¬ 
est people on campus,”’ said 
Leigh Ann Isaac. “He was on 
‘Good Morning America.’ My 
son was on national televi¬ 
sion. I’ve never known anyone 
who was on ‘Good Morning 
America.’ ” 

Leigh Ann Isaac said her 
favorite part about the Delta 
Sigma Phi notoriety was that 
it painted a different view of 
fraternities that are all too 
often depicted in a negative 
light with parties and exces¬ 
sive drinking. 

“I never dreamed it’d take 
off like it did, but it was nice 
to see the media highlight 
fraternities in a positive 
light,” said Leigh Ann Isaac. 
“Really at the end of the 
day its about leadership and 
camaraderie. The boys have 
really close bonds.”

Open Hands Food Pantry to offer diabetic food options

The Open Hands 
Food Pantry, which has 
served Anderson County 
residents for nine years, 
will unveil its new pro¬ 
gram providing food and 
nutrition information to 
diabetics this fall. 

The program was 
made possible by a 
$5,000 United Way grant 
to promote healthy 
living. Katie Howard, 
volunteer for the food 
pantry, said it’s not about 
providing more food 
but instead promoting 
different food choices 
for diabetics and tips for 
serving, cooking and por¬ 
tion size. 

The food pantry 


serves around 350 
Anderson County resi¬ 
dents monthly. 

The backbone of 
food pantry is the staff 
of about 10 volunteers. 
Jeannie Perry, 58, has 
been a volunteer for two 
years. She knows the 
place so well she could 
stock the shelves with 
her eyes closed. 

“I’m only scheduled 
to be here twice a week, 
but I’m here nearly 
every day. I love helping 
people,” said Perry. 

The food pantry also 
hosts dinners twice a 
week at 6 p.m. on Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays 
with the meals made 
by a local church group 
every week. 


“When people don’t 
have to fix dinner twice 
a week, that’s huge,” said 
Howard. 

She said they are 
always looking for ways 
to better serve Anderson 
County residents and 
decided to look into a 
healthy living grant for 
meals and education tai¬ 
lored to diabetics. 

Joan Martin, Ander¬ 
son County extension 
agent for family and 
consumer sciences, has 
been working with 
Howard to implement to 
plan and provide educa¬ 
tion to diabetics. Martin 
also teaches a diabetic 
education class at the 
extension office.

that people with limited 
funds tend to stack up 
on fats because they’re 
cheap and taste good,” 
Martin said. 

She said there is a 
common misconception 
that people with diabe¬ 
tes have to completely 
avoid sugars, but really 
that’s not the case. 

“It’s about balancing 
carb and fat intake,” said 
Martin. “They can eat 
desserts, just not much 
of it.” 

There are several 
tips diabetics can learn 
to manage the disease 
without completely cut¬ 


ting out sugars, she said. 
One method that helps is 
snacking frequently. 

“This way they 
are never ravenously 
hungry. That’s usually 
where trouble arises, 
and people eat sugar for 
quick energy,” she said. 

Seasoned food to add 
flavor instead of calories, 
putting salsa instead of 
excessive amounts of 
butter on a baked potato 
and cutting sugary fruit 
drinks with seltzer water 
or diet ginger ale are a 
few of the tips she stated 
that could make a big 
difference. 


“It’s offering better 
choices and snack packs 
at the food pantry for 
diabetics,” said Martin. 

As part of the pro¬ 
gram, diabetics will 
register with the food 
pantry, take a short 
educational class with 
Martin to learn about 
nutrition and take home 
specific food selections. 

“But really what you 
eat is only 50 percent of 
the solution, increasing 
physical activity is the 
other half,” she said.

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Prosperity preaching isn't the Gospel 


T here’s a song by 
Waylon Jennings 
that says, “You 
think that 
you can 
say some 
words and 
take away 
the hurt... 
but when 
it ain’t 
working 
out we 
got a say¬ 
ing down 
south 
‘baby that dog won’t 
hunt.’” Several years 
ago, I had a couple of 
hound dogs given to me. 
They were good for one 
thing - barking; hunters 
they were not. Oh sure, 
they would run and root 
around, but they never 
produced for me any¬ 
thing of substance. 

That’s what I think 
about when I read about 
the fear that ISIS is 
spreading throughout 
the Middle East, about 
the thousands who have 
died in West Africa from 
the Ebola virus, the 
devastation Christian 
families are experienc¬ 
ing being persecuted for 
their faith, and then I 


hear on the television or 
the radio some so-called 
preacher in a tailor- 
made suit, grinning 
ear-to-ear and standing 
before thousands telling 
them how much God 
wants them to be happy, 
healthy and wealthy if 
they just have faith and 
claim it. 

It makes me want to 
gag. That may sound 
uncouth on my part, but 
it is what it is. 

From the power of 
positive thinking, to 
a cathedral made of 
glass, to the former 
Astro-dome turned 
mega-church, there is a 
lot of junk being passed 
off as the Gospel that 
is anything but. There 
are men (and women) 
who claim to be preach¬ 
ers and pastors who are 
leading thousands astray 
through their prosperity 
preaching and name-it 
and claim-it message 
that “if you believe it, 
then you can achieve it.” 

The problem is it’s 
like that hound dog who 
loved to bark but could 
not tree a coon; it’s sim¬ 
ply not what they claim 
it is. 


It’s not that what they 
say is entirely dishon¬ 
est; it takes some truth 
to cover up deception. 

A little cyanide in your 
apple pie may go down 
unnoticed - but it will 
kill you nonetheless. 

A steady diet of sugar 
might taste good, but the 
diabetes you will get will 
shorten your life. 

My point is this: 
if the message being 
preached here cannot be 
preached in Iraq, it’s not 
the Gospel. If it can’t be 
preached in West Africa, 
it’s not the Gospel. 

And frankly, I don’t 
see how a message 
of “God wants you to 
be happy, health and 
wealthy” will encour¬ 
age Christians who have 
abandoned their homes 
in Mosul or mothers 
who have buried their 
children who died of 
dysentery. The mantra 
of this Americanized 
version of the gospel 
that “God wants you to 
live your best life now” 
is nothing more than 
a religions spin on the 
American dream, and 
antithetical to the mes¬ 
sage of Jesus Christ. 


If you are living your 
best life now, enjoy it, 
because the torments of 
hell will last for eterni¬ 
ty. Don’t get me wrong; 
we should enjoy life and 
the blessings we have 
now. But for the Chris¬ 
tian, we know that our 
best life is to come. 

That is why those 
Christ-followers who 
are suffering atrocities 
and tragedies can do so 
- not happily - but with 
confidence that God 
works all things out for 
the good of His children 
(Romans 8:28). 

We know that our 
hope is in the sinless 
life, substitutionary 
death and victorious 
resurrection of our great 
God and savior Jesus 
Christ. 

We have the forgive¬ 
ness of sins and prom¬ 
ises of eternal life. And 
it doesn’t matter if we 
are in Lawrenceburg or 
the Levant; that dog will 
hunt.

In Romans 8:28-39, Paul has much greater things in his 
mind than the ability of God to turn all of our heartaches 
and adversities into our advantages. Actually, it is the 
things of God, His plan and its elements that He so 
beautifully brings together on our behalf are under 
consideration. 


There are five components specified in our text that we 
could consider in this article: Foreknowledge, 
Predestination, Calling, Justification and Glorification. 

In each of these components we find that God’s plan works 
out for good for those who love the Lord and arc called 
according to His purpose. 

Again, the whole context deals with the plan that God has 
setup for the salvation of the faithful. It has nothing to do 
with the circumstances that come our way. For example, 
there is no good that comes from a beheading by ISIS; no 
good that comes from an aborted child; no good that comes 
from the death of one of our soldiers; no good that comes 
from divorce; no good from the premature death of a 
young couple who leave children behind. We could bring 
up all kinds of circumstances but the truth of this passage 
deals with God’s salvation plan for man. 

Just because a passage may sound good, it doesn’t mean 
that it is being used correctly. Keep a passage in its 
context or it becomes a pretext and destroys the true 
meaning that God intended.

Peach: Woodford will command 'undivided attention'

It’s Homecoming Week at 
Anderson County and you 
know what that means. 

All week long, the high 
school has been hosting 
activities leading into Fri¬ 
day night’s football game. 

A parade will grace down¬ 
town Lawrenceburg Thurs¬ 
day night, followed by com¬ 
munity pep rally. 

Saturday, the school will 
host a dance to celebrate 
Friday’s game. 

The game? In a week 
of constant hoopla, it can 
be easily overlooked. But 
the entire week of festivi¬ 
ties centers around Friday 
night when the Bearcats 
host Woodford County. 
Kickoff is at 7:30 p.m. 

On paper, it would 


appear that Anderson 
should roll to its third 
straight win and remain 
unbeaten in Class 5A, Dis¬ 
trict 6 play. 

The Bearcats come in at 
3-2 after getting a 49-33n 
win at Montgomery County 
in Friday’s district opener. 
Anderson was not hitting 
on all cylinders in that one, 
but still managed a con¬ 
vincing win. 

Woodford, on the other 
hand, comes in at just 1-4, 
but did get a 34-26 win in 
its district opener against 
East Jessamine Friday. 

Anderson, coming in at 
No. 4 in the state in the Rat¬ 
ing the State rankings, is a 
heavy favorite.

Low profile, 
high hopes 

T here’s not much 
doubt about Amer¬ 
ica’s love of foot¬ 
ball, whether it is being 
played in the National 
Football League or by 
10-year-olds on a Satur¬ 
day morning at Commu¬ 
nity Park. 

We fill high school 
bleachers on Friday 
night, college stadiums 
on Saturday and either head to a sta¬ 
dium or flock to the TV on Sunday 
afternoon. It’s why when the calendar 
hits late August and turns to Septem¬ 
ber, sports fans generally refer to the 
time frame as “football season.” 

There’s nothing wrong with that, 
contrary to the politically correct 
minority that occasionally infiltrates 
the sports world, crying how everyone 
should support all teams the same. 

Sounds good, but the world doesn’t 
work that way. 

But the flip side is the average 
sports fan often misses the great 
stories because our attention is else¬ 
where. 

Such is the case in Anderson 
County this fall. The Bearcat football 
team has been playing before packed 
houses at home and when people stop 
me to talk about local sports, nearly 
always it centers on whether I think 
Anderson has what it takes to repeat 
as district and regional champs - they 
do - and if they could make it back to 
the state championship game. 

But the football Bearcats are not 
the only high school team carving 
out some high expectations around 
town this fall. Quiet to just about all 
but their truest fans, the Anderson 
girls’ soccer and volleyball teams have 
already established district superior¬ 
ity and are looking to make some 
noise in the respective Eighth Region 
tournaments. 

It’s really nothing new for the soc¬ 
cer program. There was a time when 
Anderson dominated its district and 
even had the state’s Miss Soccer, Abril 
Carbajal, in 2003. Even in a few years 
when Anderson was districted with 
perennial power Woodford County, 
Anderson routinely advanced to the 
regional tournament and was consid¬ 
ered a legitimate threat to advance. 

In 2014, a 7-9-1 record is not going to 
raise many eyebrows until one looks 
at the schedule. True to form, Ander¬ 
son has played anyone, anywhere dur¬ 
ing what was supposed to be a learn¬ 
ing year for a young team. Despite the 
record, Anderson received votes for 
the Top 25. 

After pretty much outplaying 
highly regarded Oldham County last 
week, Lady Bearcat coach Jason Ear¬ 
nest was optimistic. His team will not 
be favored against the region’s powers, 
but could be especially dangerous in 
tournament play. 

Across the athletic complex, the 
Anderson volleyball team is mak¬ 
ing noise never before heard in the 
program. At week’s end, those Lady 
Bearcats stood at 17-5, and should be 
on the way to the best season in pro¬ 
gram history. 

There are some big matches left, 
including three more in the 30th 
District, but all season long, the Lady 
Bearcats have been considered one of 
the best teams in the Eighth Region. 

That’s quite a jump for a program 
that has one - just one - district title 
and has never advanced past the 
regional semi-finals. 

“This year’s team has so much tal¬ 
ent,” says Bob Hardin, the long-time 
assistant now in his first year as head 
coach. “We are pretty deep....We’ve not 
had that kind of depth in the past.” 

Anderson also has more size at the 
net than most high school teams. 

And like the soccer team, Hardin 
says the volley bailers have been 
toughened by the schedule. “We 
have played strong teams during the 
year starting in the Blue Grass State 
Games,” he says. “I think that set the 
tone for how we had to play.” 

Both teams have a monumental 
task in the region, if they get to those 
tournaments, Oldham, South Old¬ 
ham and North Oldham have the 
advantages of being in the Louisville 
suburbs where the best club teams 
are located. The Oldham schools are 
considered the best in the region. 

“Those teams seem to reload every 
year,” Hardin said. And Hardin, who 
is still in the Anderson football record 
book for the longest interception 
return in school history - 82 yards vs. 
Western Hills in 1987 - is quick to see 
the similarities. 

“I feel good ole Anderson County 
is doing a great job of competing with 
everyone and in every sport,” he said.

Lady Bearcats have high hopes as post-season tournaments draw near

Anderson County put up a 
winning effort, but the score- 
board did not show it when 
the Lady Bearcats hosted Old¬ 
ham County last Wednesday 
night. 

Oldham, ranked 17 th in the 
state, escaped with a 2-0 win, 
a victory that was not sealed 
until the Lady Colonels’ Allie 
Houk scored in the 78 th min¬ 
ute. 

“I was very pleased with 
how we played,” Anderson 
coach Jason Earnest said. “It 
was very competitive and we 
gave a solid effort.” 

The ledger will show that 


Wednesday’s outcome was 
Anderson’s ninth loss against 
seven wins and a tie, but Ear¬ 
nest was smiling about how 
his team battled. If all goes as 
expected in the post-season, 
Anderson could find itself 
taking on the Lady Colonels 
again. 

“I thought we played well 
enough to at least tie them,” 
he said. “I am looking forward 
to the region. Hopefully, we 
can see them again.” 

It could happen under 
Kentucky high school rules, 
where a district winner and 
runner-up both advance to 
the regional tournament. 
Anderson will be the top seed 
in the 30 th District Tourna¬ 


ment, but Oldham resides in 
the 29 th District where three 
Top 25 teams reside. The Lady 
Colonels will have a difficult 
task in the first round of the 
post-season, taking on North 
Oldham. 

But if the teams meet 
again, Anderson will have to 
find a way to solve Oldham’s 
air-tight defense. It was the 
difference last Wednesday. 

“We never could get a 
really good chance,” Earnest 
said. “They are really good 
defensively.” 

Earnest explained that 
the Lady Colonels took away 
some plays that looked like 
would develop into scoring 
opportunities. 


“We have to be a little 
sharper offensively,” he said. 
“We have to be sharp on our 
passes and you have to move 
the ball fast.” 

Which is what Oldham did 
to get the only goal it would 
need. 

Midway through the first 
half, the Lady Colonels found 
a small hole in the Anderson 
defense. 

“We missed on an offsides 
trap,” Earnest said. “They 
played it wide, but our center 
back came over to cut their 
player off. They passed back 
to the middle, where our 
center back had been. The 
girl was wide open and just 
buried it.” 


Anderson goalie Billie 
Clark had no chance to make 
a stop. 

“They took advantage of a 
slight mistake and we weren’t 
able to cover,” Earnest said. 

It remained 1-0 until Houk 
connected with 2:29 to play. 
Houk’s shot went over Clark, 
hit the underside of the cross¬ 
bar and bounded in. 

Earnest, however, was not 
down, even with the loss. 

“I think we played much 
better than we did against 
Simon Kenton,” he said of 
the previous match, which 
Anderson won, 4-2. “We have 
four games left in the season. 
We want to win them all 
going into the post-season.”

variety of running backs in 
the wishbone. In this forma¬ 
tion any of the 3 backs can 
run the ball and each back 
they have is very fast and 
effective,” he says. 

Kaine Buchanan-Max- 
berry had run for 343 yards 
through five games while 
Stan Jones had picked up 274. 

However, if the college 
coaches show up Friday 
night, chances are it won’t 
be to see any of those backs. 
Right tackle Drake Jackson, 
a 6-foot-2,288-pound junior, 


is considered the top college 
prospect in Kentucky’s Class 
of 2016 and one of the top 250 
nationally.

Fullback Bryndon 
Labhart, who rushed for 
a career-best 84 yards 
and a touchdown, also 
had a scary moment 
when he coughed the 
ball up inside the Mont¬ 
gomery 20 before break¬ 
ing loose for a 16-yard 


touchdown run two 
plays later. 

Labhart’s jaunt set 
the final score with 25 
seconds to play. 

“We have to protect 
the ball,” the sophomore 
said of the fumbles. 

“You can’t have that. It is 
going to hurt us eventu¬ 
ally if we don’t get that 
cleaned up.” 

Peach agreed. 

“It was one of those 
things we have to get 
out of our system,” 
he said. “I really can’t 
explain it. We might 
have to get back to some 
basic fundamental 
drills.” 

Even during Ander¬ 
son’s final drive, 
assistant coach Duane 
Hammons could be seen 
motioning like he was 
cradling the ball with 
two hands in an attempt 
to get the Bearcats to 
pay more attention to 
ball security. 

Carmichael also cred¬ 
ited the Montgomery 
defense. “Part of it was 
us not hanging onto the 
ball and part of it was 
them. They knew how 
to tackle. They would 
hit your chest where the 
ball was. They just knew 
how to tackle.” 

Still, that final drive, 
sans Labhart’s fumble, 
was a picture in putting 
a victory in a team’s 
pocket. 

Covering an onside 
kick after Montgomery 
had pulled within 42-33 
with 4:41 left, Anderson 
took 10 plays and 4:15 to 
march 54 yards for the 
clincher. The Bearcats 
did not take to the air 
during the march. 

“We showed how we 
can execute and how 
efficient it looks,” Peach 
said. 

The Bearcats posted 


547 yards, averaging 
9.4 yards a snap. Not 
only did Labhart have a 
career-best, but Toomey 
also had a big night, 
picking up 99 yards on 
the ground and scoring 
a pair of rushing touch¬ 
downs. 

“Chris had some big 
plays running the ball,” 
Peach said. “That is 
what we talk about. We 
have Zachary (Carmi¬ 
chael), Labhart, Toomey, 
(Bray den) Russell. We 
have got different 
people. 

Toomey also hauled 
in a touchdown pass, 
one of three thrown by 
Carmichael. Carmichael 
also connected with 
Russell on bombs of 65 
and 71 yards. 

The Bearcats threw 
the ball only nine times, 
completing seven for 231 
yards. It was the few¬ 
est number of passes 
an Anderson team has 
thrown at least since 
2011, yet it was the 10 th 


best passing output in 
the 29 games Carmi¬ 
chael has started. 

“We had 23 first 
downs,” Peach noted. 
“When you get over 20, 
that is pretty good.” 

Anderson needed 
every one of them to 
overcome the eight fum¬ 
bles and a Montgomery 
attack that might have 
made “Air Raid” look 
like grounded troups. 

Montgomery quarter¬ 
back Art Walker three 
32 times, completing 15 
for 340 yards. A 53-yard 
strike to Joe Chism 
pulled Montgomery 
within 28-27 early in the 
third quarter. 

“It was always hard 
to find the reads in the 
backfield,” Labhart said 
of the Montgomery 
offenses.” 

Peach noted that 
the Anderson defense 
hurried Walker repeat¬ 
edly. Late in the third 
quarter, Anderson 
got through to throw 


Walker for a 22-yard loss 
on third-and-11 from 
the Anderson 13. Ian 
Chilton finally tracked 
Walker down for the 
loss. It came five plays 
after Lane Bicknell had 
ignited the small Ander¬ 
son crowd with a bone¬ 
crushing hit on Chism 
for a 9-yard loss.” 

“Our defense rose to 
the occasion tonight. 
Those were certainly 
opportunities where we 
were able to get some 
pressure,” Peach said. 

But with the victory, 
the Bearcats relieved 
some of the pressure of 
a district race. 

“We knew it would be 
a tough game,” Carmi¬ 
chael said. “It is a tough 
place to play. It is a long 
bus ride here. It’s a long 
bus ride, and it is just 
a lot of things out of 
order.”

20 finishers. 

A one-time cross 
country power, Ander¬ 
son’s prowess on the 
course had fallen off 
over time. Last fall, only 
one Anderson runner, 
Jacob Brumley, qualified 
to run at the state cross 
country meet. 

The increased num¬ 
bers, if sustained, should 
help Anderson become a 
force again. 

Currently, Anderson 
has 23 runners in the 
elementary school pro¬ 
gram, while 27 middle 
schoolers and 26 high 
schoolers are also run¬ 
ning. Considering that 
only the top five times 
count for the team score, 
the developing depth is a 
huge plus. 

“I attribute the 
large numbers to the 
establishment of an 
elementary program a 
few years ago and Scott 
Buser, who has been a 
volunteer coach for the 
past three years at the 
middle school,” Champi¬ 


on said. “Scott has helped 
each athlete reach their 
potential through sound 
workouts, exposure to 
running techniques, 
encouragement and fun 
games/competitions at 
the end of each week. 

“I also have a few run¬ 
ners that are training in 
the off-season for track 
and field. We have only 
had a few drop out and 
retain about 95 percent 
of the runners.” 

Champion ran track 
and cross country during 
her days at Anderson 
County High School. 
Buser is now in his first 
year as boys’ head coach 
at the high school while 
Danielle Smith serves as 
coach for the girls’ high 
school program. 

Even though Ander¬ 
son was a one-time 
power under Hall of 
Fame coach Randy Crist 
and produced an indi¬ 
vidual state champion, 
Bernice Peyton, in 1986, 
the goals of the program 
appeared to evolve over 
time. Whether war¬ 
ranted or not, the cross 
country program was 
sometimes viewed as a 
way of having some fun 
while staying in shape 


for winter or spring 
sports. 

Buser called it a 
“running club” mental¬ 
ity before this season 
started. 

While some will still 
run cross country for 
personal benefit, Buser, 
Champion and Smith 
are also looking to instill 
the competitive spirit 
back in Anderson cross 
country. 

“Anderson County 
Cross Country is trying 
to instill a compeititive 
edge to our workouts 
and hold standards for 
runners just as other 
sports,” Champion says. 
“For example, we tailor 
workouts to fit the fit¬ 
ness level of our athletes, 
train in a variety of 
courses throughout town 
and expect nothing but 
the best performance 
from our runners. We 
also train our runners 
for the mental aspect of 
running.” 

Those various courses 
are good, but one of the 
biggest drawbacks for 
the Anderson program 
is not having a home 
course. At one time, the 
Anderson program ran 
on what was then called, 


Bob-O-Link Golf Course, 
but that was well over 
two decades ago. Cur¬ 


rently, Anderson run¬ 
ners often have to hit 
the pavement. While 
that is better than noth¬ 


ing, it is still not the 
same as running on grass 
and dirt and learning to 
handle the obstacles or 
narrow turns that might 
be along the path. 

“It would help tre¬ 
mendously to have our 
own course where we 
could do a variety of 
workouts on hills, slopes 
and inclines and foot¬ 
ing,” Champion said. 

“We could have a com¬ 
plete workout where 
our athletes would not 
have an abbreviated 
version of a course such 
as Legion Park, running 
in town, on the (high 
school) track and behind 
the middle school on a 
mowed path.” 

And it would help 
Anderson in its quest to 
become one of the state’s 
better programs. 

“I think this program 
has much potential to 
serve the athletes and 
students of Anderson 
County,” Champion said. 
“We encourage all run¬ 
ners with all abilities 
and provide training 
that enhances their 
overall fitness.”
